Conxmencement  Concert. 

The  unusual  size  of  the  audience 
that  completely  filled  the  chapel  on 
the  evening  of  Monday,  June  26,  and 
the  undivided  attention  given  to  the 
program  is  sufficient  testimony  to  the 
excellence  of  the  entertainment.  The 
standard  of  music  in  Indiana  has  al- 
ways been  of  an  extremely  high  order, 
and  never  more  so  than  in  the  past 
few  years. 

The  program  upon  this  oc- 
casion was  unusually  varied.  The 
vocal  choruses  and  quartette  were  high- 
ly pleasing,  as  was  the  solo  by  Miss 
Forney,  and  all  gave  evidence  of  the 
untiring  patience  of  Miss  Newey's 
training.  The  violin  selection  was  a 
delightful  acquisition  to  the  program, 
and  Miss  Steinmetz  displayed  both 
talent  and  artistic  perception  in  her 
playing.  The  pianoforte  numbers 
made  up  the  major  part  of  the  pro- 
gram, the  especial  feature  being  the 
selections  of  Miss  Nellie  Pearce,  who 
this  year  has  completed  the  course  in 
that  department.  Miss  Pearce  has  un- 
doubted ability  as  a  pianist,  and  in 
her  varied  program  showed  an  accur- 
acy of  fingering  and  taste  and  deli- 
cacy  of    touch,   which   the   audience 


was  quick  to  appreciate.  Her  per- 
formance was  all  the  more  creditable 
when  we  consider  she  has  also  com- 
pleted this  year  the  regular  Normal 
course,  graduating  from  the  school 
with  honor. 

The  ensemble  pieces  all  showed  re- 
sults which  could  come  only  from 
patient  practice  and  excellent  training. 
Miss  Cameron's  solo  was  given  with 
the  daintiness  and  charm  that  marks 
her  playing ;  Miss  Craig  displayed  un- 
doubted talent  and  good  teachnique  ; 
while  Miss  McCreight,  in  the  ex- 
tremely difficult  number,  which  she 
played  from  memory',  established  anew 
the  reputation  that  she  has  already 
won  as  a  musician  of  unusual  abilit3\ 
The  entire  pianoforte  program  reflect- 
ed great  credit  upon  Mrs.  Sawyer, 
and  fully  repaid  the  careful  pains  and 
individual  training  which  her  students 
always  receive.

1905  touched  high  water  mark  on 
the  matter  of  our  Alumni  banquet  as 
regards  attendance  and  setting.  Cov- 
ers were  laid  for  three  hundred,  and 
the  banquet  was  held  in  the  dining 
hall,  brilliantly  lighted  by  the  electric 
lights,  or  the  chandeliers,  reflected 
back  from  the  pure  white  walls. 

While  the  arrangement  of  the 
tables  was  not  so  well  suited  as  for- 
merly for  qanquet  uses,  a  new  feature 
was  added  in  music  by  Kettering's 
Orchestra  from  Greensburg,  which 
played  most  of  the  evening. 

As  toast  master,  the  Hon.  J.  S. 
Fisher  introduced  during  the  evening, 
Mr.  Russell,  Mr.  Clark,  Dr.  St.  Clair, 
'95;  Miss  Leonard,  Miss  Vida  Van 
Horn,  '05,  and  Dr.  Waller. 

Mr.  Russell,  who  has  been  untiring 
and  most  successful  in  his  efforts  to 
bring  the  ten  year  class  to  this  re- 
union, expressed  in  a  most  graceful 
way,  for  the  Alumni  an  appreciation 
of  what  the  Indiana  Normal  has 
done  for  graduates. 

Mr.  Clark  spoke  for  the  trustees  of 
the  great  financial  stress  under  which 
the  school  at  present  labors;  of  the 
immediate  need  of  a  power  house  and 
a  gymnasium.  He  pointed  out  the  fact 
that  the  money  for  these  buildings,  if 
it  comes  at  all,  must  come  through 
direct  or  indirect  aid  from  the  Alumni, 
and  begged  that  each  one  of  them 
take  the  matter  under  serious  consid- 
eration, and  at  least  help  to  fill  the 
school  to  the  limit  of  its  increased 
capacity. 

Concluding  the   toasts,   Dr.  Wallar 


paid  a  tribute  to  our  board  of  trustees 
whose  justice  must  be  plain  to  anyone 
who  has  even  carelessly  examined  the 
new  buildings.  He  pointed  out  the 
care  and  good  judgment  used  in  put- 
ting them  up;  and  the  wise  economy 
which  had  obtained  from  every  penny 
expended,  the  most  that  was  pos- 
sible. 

One  of  the  pleasant  features  of  the 
evening  was  the  '05  table,  with  Mr. 
Russell  at  one  end,  Dr.  Tom  St.  Clair 
at  the  other,  and  their  own  faculty  in- 
terspersed. They  reminded  on-lookers 
most  forcibly  that  ' '  the  strength  of  a 
school  is  her  Alnmni." 

The  Middle  Class  of  1905  lived  up 
to  their  reputation  when  they  put  up 
the  decorations  for  the  Seniors ;  a 
much  more  difficult  task  than  hereto- 
fore. It  is  to  be  hoped  they  may  have 
their  own  decorations  put  up  by  a 
class  as  efficient  and  as  tasteful  as 
themselves.
